Die*  at  the  different  sizes  are  uaed, 
into  which  the  metal,  whether  gold, 
silver  or  steel,  is  pressed  The  bole 
punching,  tini«hing,  polishing  and  tem¬ 
pering  are  done  afterwatd.  Celluloid 
and  rubber  are  molded.  The  beat  thim- 
blea  are  made  in  France,  where  the 
proems  ia  more  tboxpagh.  Tbe  first  step 
in  tbe  making  of  a  Paris  thimble  ia  the 
ratting  into  a  diak  of  the  desired  aiae  a 
Ibin  piece  of  sheet  iron.  Thia  ia  brooght 
to  a  red  heat,  placed  over  a  graduated 
hole  in  an  irou  bench  and  hammered 
down  Into  it  with  a  pouch.-  T^iis  hole 
is  in  the  form  of  a  thimble.  The  iflan 
take*  Ha  abupe  and  ia  removed  from 
the  bole.  Tbe  little  indentation  to  keep 
the  needle  from  alipping  are  made  in  it 
and  all  tbe  other  finishing  strokes  of 
the  perfect  thimble  pat  on  it.  The  iron 
ta  then  made  into  *teel  by  a  proceaa 
peculiar  to  the  French  thimble  maker 
and  ia  tempered,  polished  and  brooght 
to  a  deep  bine  color.  A  thin  sheet  of 
gold  ia  then  pressed  inlo  the  interior 
of  tbe  thimble  and  fastened  there  by  a 
mandrel.  Gold  leaf  ia  attached  to  tbe 
ontaide  h y  great  pressure,  the  edges  of 
the  loaf  being  fitted  iu  aud  held  bj 
small  grooves  at  the  bum  of  tbe  thim¬ 
ble  Tbe  article  ia  then  ready  for  nse. 
The  gold  will  lust  for  years.  The  steel 
never  wears  out,  aud  the  gold  cau  be 
readily  replaced  at  any  time. — Dry 
Goods  Chronicle

Among  the  tuns i cal  instruments  used 
on  tbe  Congo  we  notice  the  Jong  and 
short  drum.  Some  drums  are  used  to 
bead  the  time  of  tbe  dance.  Some  other 
drums  are  used  ns  telephones  for  the 
transmission  of  messages  to  neighbor¬ 
ing  villages.  The  stringed  instruments 
represent  th*  African  burp.  Tbe  ivory 
horns  are  used  for  tbe  convocation  of 
popular  assemblies.  Tbe  double  bell  is 
used  to  cal]  tbe  attentiou  of  tbe  people 
to  some  proclamation  of  the  chief.  Tbe 
Africans  everywhere  are  very  musical, 
tut  their  music  dote  not  always  Suit 
European  taste. 

The  Afrlcau  dunce  is  not  always  in¬ 
dulged  iu  for  amusement  alone.  Danc¬ 
ing  enters  into  some  of  the  moat  solemn 
ceremonies,  as,  for  instance,  the  in¬ 
auguration  of  a  new  king.  Then  the 
chief  elect  of  the  tribe  dances  very 
gravely  before  the  assembled  elders  and 
tbe  people. 

The  mudimba  had  been  called  the 
Afrtcan  piano.  It  is  made  of  calabashes 
of  graded  sizes,  which  are  surmounted 
by  boards,  of  graded  sizes  also,  all  be¬ 
ing  attached  to  a  semicircular  frame. 
Each  board  represents  a  note  or  half 
tone  and  emits  its  appointed  sound 
when  Btruck  by  one  of  tbe  two  rubber 
balls  at  tbe  ends  of  two  sticka,  which 
are  cleverly  bandied  by  tbe  musician. 
Wbile  almost  every  native  can  beat  tbe 
drum  or  plAj  some  ol  the  minor  musical 
instruments,  tbe  playipg  of  tbe  madim- 
ba  is  an  art  which  only  a  few  special¬ 
ists  learn.  They  must  be  paid  for  play¬ 
ing  at  festivities  or  ceremonies,  and 
tbeir  art  supports  them,  either  partly

According  to  tbe  statement  of  Pro¬ 
fessor  Lewes,  a  Loudon  fog  deprives  coal 
gas  of  11. 1  per  cent  of  its  illuminating 
power,  but  this  is  not  bo  astonishing  as 
is  the  fact  that,  nnder  Bimilar  circum¬ 
stances,  the  searc-biBg  light  of  an  in¬ 
candescent  burner  loses  as  much  as  80.8 
of  its  efficacy  The  reason  given  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Lewes  for  this  phenomenon  is 
that  the  spectrum  of  both  the  incandes¬ 
cent  and  tbe  electrio  light  approaches 
very  nearly  that  of  the  solar  spectrum, 
being  very  rich  in  the  violet  and  ultra¬ 
violet  rgya  It  is  precisely  these  rays 
which  cannot  make  tbeir  way  through 
a  London  fog  To  tbia  is  attributed  the 
fact  that  tbe  sun  looks  red  on  a  foggy 
day.  The  violet  rays  are  absorbed  by 
the  solid  particles  floating  iu  the  aque- 
oua  vapor  of  the  atmosphere,  and  only 
the  red  portions  of  tbe  spectrum  get 
through.  Tbe  interesting  additional 
statement  ia  made  in  this  connection 
that  tbe  old  argand  burner  is  much 
more  successful  in  resisting  a  London 
fog  than  any  of  its  later  rivals. 
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John  Milton’s  Cottage. 

One  of  the  best  preserved  historic 
country  bouses  in  all  England  is  John 
Milton's  cottage  at  Cbalfout  St  Giles, 
t^wbich  tbe  blind  and  aging  poet  fled 
when  the  great  plagne  swooped  down  on 
London.  That  was  iu  July,  1665,  and 
Milton  bad  just  finished  "Paradise 
Lost”  and  received  a  £5  note  for 
it,  with  a  premise  of  three  more  £5 
notes  if  the  poem  sold  four  editions  of 
1,300  copie*  each.  The  cottage  stand* 
at  the  top  at  the  village,  and  it  is  in 
practipally  the  same  condition  as  when 
Milton  left  it.  Here  tbe  poet  received 
his  distinguished  guests  during  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  his  life.  It  is  now  one  of 
the  favorite  objective  points  of  Loudon 
bicyclists.
